Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert delivered the annual 
State of the City address 
Tuesday before community lead¬ 
ers and city officials. 

“The current state of our city 
is good ” said Lambert “Better 
than many of our neighboring 
communities. The good news is 
that I pledge to continue to have 
a balanced budget modest fund 
balances and no tax increases, 
layofife or cuts in services.” 

Lambert then delivered the 
bad news to his audience. 

“The bad news is that, like 


every other city in the State of 
Michigan, we face some chal¬ 
lenges. The revenues we receive 
fix)m the state are being cut yet 
again. State revenue sharing, 
our second largest revenue 
source will be reduced by 
approximately $118,000 this 
year. We have lost over half a 
million dollars in consecutive 
cuts at the state level in recent 


years.” 

Despite the cuts, Lambert 
reassured the packed ballroom 
that Romulus would be fine. 

“We will be able to weather 
this storm, as long as we main¬ 
tain cost effective budgeting and 
operations.” 

Lambert said he believed that 
Romulus was changing, and 
changing for the better.

legacy of Martin Luther King Jn

“I have a dream that my four 
children will one day live in a 
nation where they will not be 
judged by the color of their skin, 
but by the content of their char¬ 
acter I have a dream today.” 

A man who gave the ultimate 
sacrifice for the civil rights 
movemenL his life, spoke those 
timeless words in 1963. On 
Monday, the Romulus communi¬ 
ty remembered and celebrated 
the life of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. on what would have 
been his 75th birthday. 

Romulus residents, church 
leaders and city officials walked 
from Romulus Middle School to 
Romulus High School to begin 
the celebration and commemo¬ 
rate the legacy of Dr King 

“It is impoitant to keep his 
spirit alive in our youth today,” 
said Gina Wilson, a member of 
the Pentecostal Missionary 
Baptist Church in Romulus who 


brought her goddaughter and 
son to the event ‘A day like today 
exposes kids to black history facts 
and helps to understand their his¬ 
tory and the people who fought 
for their freedom.” 

After the 1.3 mile walk, atten¬ 
dees failed into the Romulus 
High School auditorium for a 
presentation on the life of Dr. 
King hosted by the Rev. Arthur C. 
Willis, pastor of the Pentecostal 
Missionary Baptist Church 

“We are doing this to keep 
King’s dream alive,” said Willis. 
“We want this to be a humanity 
thing, not a black and white 
thing. I can see that what Dr. 
King dreamt of is coming to pass 
by the participation in this ser¬ 
vice today. By all of these people 
coming out for this remem¬ 
brance, it shows that his dream 
and ideals are thriving today.” 

More than 350 Romulus resi¬ 
dents attended the evenL as did 
many community leaders and 
city officials. 

Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) 


spoke to the audience about his 
memories of the early 60s, the 
height of the civil rights move¬ 
ment in the south. 

Basham said he remembered 
the year 1962, especially well He 
was 17 years old and entering the 
United States Air Fbrce and had 
never been exposed to blacks in 
his schools. He was leaving for 
the Air Fbrce at the greyhound 
bus station in Virginia when he 
said he got thirsty 

“I went to the drinking foun¬ 
tain and found that there were 
two,” he said. “One read “Whites 
Only and the other read “Blacks 
Only’. You kids have to under¬ 
stand that it wasn’t that long ago in 
this country when that was the 
way it was. King preached a mes¬ 
sage of non-violence This is what 
propelled him into a national 
image If you don’t stand for some¬ 
thing, you’ll fall for anything” 
Judge David Parrott of the 
34th District Court also spoke on

“‘We are building a better 
Romulus,” he said. “Bringing 
quality new residential and com¬ 
mercial development to the city 
continues to be one of my priori¬ 
ties.” 

New residential development 
in the city has been moving full 
steam ahead in recent years, 
according to Lambert. 

“Romulus is a great commu¬ 
nity and developers finally rec¬ 
ognize our city as a desirable 
place for building new upscale, 
high quality homes,” he said. 

Residential development 
usually brings commercial 
development and Lambert said 
he believed that was the case in 


Romulus. 

“There was once an old say¬ 
ing that you could not buy a pair 
of socks in Romulus, let alone a 
pair of shoes. That time is com¬ 
ing to an abrupt halt,” said 
Lambert “Commercial develop¬ 
ment already under way 
includes an 8,000 square foot 
Fbmily Dollar department store 
on Wayne near Smith. You prob¬ 
ably won’t see Versace, but I 
know they will have FVuit of the 
Loom.” 

Lambert also said that the 
city is currently working with a 
major mall developer to con-

Ash wood avallablo 
to local residonis

The phone keeps ringing at 
the Romulus Department of 
Public Works (DPW) and the 
answer is usually the same: “You 
have to wait your turn” 

Residents have been phoning 
seeking firewood from the ash 
trees being cut down by DPW 
workers due to the infestation of 
the Emerald Ash Borer 

“Flverybody knows that these 
ash wood trees are being cut 
down throughout the city,” said 
Carl Brooks, Romulus DPW 
director. “So, people automati¬ 
cally think they can get some of 
it” 

The wood fixrm trees being cut 
down is available only by geo¬ 
graphical location in the city, 
said Brooks. 

All Romulus residents may 
call the DPW to request wood, 
but that doesn’t mean they will 


receive it anytime soon. Brooks 
said. 

“First of all, the ash wood that 
is being cut in any particular part 
of the city will be given to resi¬ 
dents who reside there,” said 
Brooks. “If you Uve on the south 
side of the city and we are cut¬ 
ting down trees on the north side, 
we are not able to truck that 
wood over” 

Another concern with the ash 
wood is the way it will be deliv¬ 
ered. Brooks said the DPW 
would cut the wood into 4 to 6 
foot logs. 

“Residents will be responsi¬ 
ble for cutting the logs into the 
correct size for a fireplace.” 

All together the city will go 
into seven or eight subdivisions 
to cut the trees. Currently the 
DPW is cutting wood on the 
north side of the city. So, any resi- 
dents living in that area are 
asked to contact the DPW for ash 
wood, said Brooks.

District court celebrates 35 
years of serving community

There have been a lot of 
changes at the 34th District 
Court in Romulus during the 
past three decades. 

And when the 35th anniver¬ 
sary of the court is celebrated 
with an open house from 4 until 
7 p.m. today, offi¬ 
cials will celebrate 
the past as they 
look toward the 
future. 

Judge Brian 
Oakley discovered 
frontpage newspa¬ 
per articles from 
The. Romulus 
Roman when he was looking 
through the court archives. 
Those stories about the opening 
sparked the idea for the commu¬ 
nity open house, Oakley said. 

“The open house celebration 
will be a great opportunity for 
the community to visit the build¬ 
ing, look at some neat old pic¬ 
tures and chat with the judges 
and staff,” said Oakley. “We are 
looking forward to it” 

Oakley said that the article 
marking the opening of the court¬ 
house started him thinking about 
the history of the court, remem¬ 
bering it as a “court on wheels” 
located on Eureka Road. 

Oakley said that the court his¬ 
tory is quite interesting. 

When the district court was 
formed in 1968, the law said it 
had to be in the venue with the 
largest population, which was 
Romulus. The only spot avail¬ 
able for the court was located in 
the old Hale Elementary School 
on Eureka Road. 

Before the court could move 
in, extensive remodeling had to 


take place and during the con¬ 
struction phase court took up 
temporary quarters in Van 
Buren Township Hall. 

At one end of the township 
boardroom was the court bench, 
while the corridors of the build¬ 
ing were used as office space 
housing a district court, court 
recorder, six court clerks and a 


court officer. The court finally 
moved into the Eureka facility 
on July 7,1969. 

The first elected judge was 
FVancis D. Ross, who resigned 
after a mere month in office. 
Richard D. Dunn was appointed 
interim judge until then 
Michigan Gov. William Milliken 
appointed Judge James B. Stone 
to fill the post 

By the spring of 1971, the 
caseload of the 34th District 
Court increased and a second 
judicial seat was added. Henry 
Zaborowski was elected to the 
seat in 1974 joining Stone. 

Caseloads continued to 
increase at the court and talks 
began between the cities of 
Belleville and Romulus and the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter 
and Van Buren to provide a per¬ 
manent court building to meet 
the growth needs of the court 

In 1976, the Local Public 
Works Capital Development and 
investment Act contained funds 
for the construction of munici¬ 
pal buildings. The City of 


Romulus made an application 
for a construction grant with 
support from the other four 
venues. The grant was approved 
for 100 percent federal funding 
in the building of a new court¬ 
house. 

The court moved into the cur¬ 
rent site on Wayne Road in 1978 
and an expansion of that facility 
took place in 
1991, just after 
a new judge, 
Felix Rogalle, 
was elected in 
1990. 

Stone 
served as a 
34th District 
Court Judge 
until his retirement in 1989. 
When Stone retired, William 
Szlinis was appointed by then 
Michigan Gov. James Blanchard. 
Szlinis was elected to his first 
full term in 1990 and was then 
re-elected in 1996. 

Judge Tina Brooks Green 
defeated Rogalle in 1994, 
becoming the first woman to 
serve on the bench at the 34th 
District Court 

After serving four terms, 
Zaborowski retired in 1998 and 
the populace chose Oakley to fill 
the seat 

In 2002, Szlinis retired and 
David Parrott was elected to his 
current seat 

Green, the current chief 
judge at the court is also looking 
forward to the open house, 
because she said she believes it 
gives residents a unique insight 
to the courthouse. 

“The district court is the only 
court most people will have con¬ 
tact with and we hope people 
will avail themselves of this 
opportunity to visit the court,” 
said Green. “It will give a new 
undeistanding and appreciation 
for our judicial system and our 
country.” 

In conjunction with the inau¬ 
gural anniversary, the court also 
offered an amnesty program 
that began on Jan. 5 and ends 
today. The program allowed 
those with outstanding cases at 
the court to pay fines and costs 
without penalty during this time.

struct a 1.2 million square foot 
retail mall near Vining and 1-94 

“We would like to see ground 
breaking this year or early next 
year,” he said. “Now, comes the 
Versace.” 

The proposed casino and 
racetrack developments will 
also bring thousands of new jobs 
to the city, as well as millions of 
dollars of development, said 
Lambert. 

Lambert said he was also 
proud of the forward progress 
city departments have made 
during the last year including 
the 24-hour, seven-days-a-week, 
full-time fire fighters. However, 
more may be in store for the fire 
department in the coming 
months. 

“I am pleased to announce our 
plans for the development and 


worked here since 1963,” said 
Paul. “Because I also did the 
administration functions for the 
planning commission as the build¬ 
ing director, I know the cily ordi¬ 
nances in the city. I also know 
many of the projects that have 
come and gone over the years.” 

Paul said he believes that a lot is 
happening in Romulus right now 
and he is looking forward to what 
the future may bring to the city. 

“If the racetrack and casino end 
up in Romulus, they will bring a lot 
of spin-off development to the city,” 
he said. “There is also a lot of hous¬ 
ing development happening right 
now, because we are a working 
class community with the land the 
developers are looking for This is a 
great community to live in” 

construction of a 20,000 square 
foot fire department headquar¬ 
ters to be located near Vining and 
Ecorse,” said Lambert “This new 
facility will be built on property 
donated to the city by Lloyd 
Ecclestone, the owner of the 
Metro World development and 
paid for using TIFA (Tax 
Increment Financing Authority) 
funding, not taxpayer dollars.” 

Lambert also announced new 
plans for the current recreation 
department/senior center build¬ 
ing. 

“We intend to relocate the 
recreation department and com¬ 
mence renovation of the current 
building for our senior citizens 
center, which will allow us to 
expand our senior services,” 
said Lambert 

“We still need to build a new 
recreation center and let me 
just say that I remain committed 
to doing just that when the econ¬ 
omy gets better”

the meaning of Dr. King’s message. 

“I believe in the ideals of Dr. 
King,” said Parrott “The concept 
of justice is a very important ideal 
that King held. My tribute to Dr. 
King is my commitment to justice. 
This day is very important; it is not 
just another day off. We are honor¬ 
ing a great man and recognizing 
what he did and what his message 
was and still is today.” 

The event also included songs 
played by the Romulus High 
School Symphonic Band and sung 
by the Community Choir under the 


direction of Ellen Bragg, speeches 
by Trevor Coleman, a representa¬ 
tive of Gov. Jennifer Granholm’s 
office and the Rev. Harmon 
McBurrows, pastor of Community 
Baptist Church, as well as a dance 
performance by Hanya Ombima, a 
senior at Romulus High School 
and a poetry reading by Casey 
Stevenson, a junior at Romulus 
High School. 

“Martin Luther King, Jr. is one 
of the most prominent black lead¬ 
ers of our time,” said Wilsoa ‘We 
need to teach our kids more than 
just his name. We need to teach 
them what he stood for and what 
he did to better our society. That is 
what today is all about”

The Northville Public School Board picked the right time of the 
{ year to hear the results oftheir fourth community survey. 

] It came last week, during the middle of national School Board 
j Recognition Month, when they had already received plenty of acco¬ 
lades from the citizenry as well as local and state officials. 

The survey, then, was the icing on the cake. 

It quantified everything a school board member should want to 
I hear parents thought their students were safe and well-educated, the 
I teachers were caring and well-qualified, the district managed its 
; money well. The overwhelmingly positive feedback was even more 
i legitimized because it came from a random sample of registered vot¬ 
ers, some of whom had never had children in the district schools. 

The survey even told school board members that - among respon¬ 
dents, at least - there was a willingness to support another bond issue. 
That is the ultimate sign of confidence, that taxpayers are trusting 
enough in their school officials to allocate more money for them to 
handle future growth. 

Granted, bond issues are always ifiy propositions. Nobody likes to 
pay more taxes. Even though the survey is an encouraging sign for 
Northville school officials, it’s still a far cry from getting a bond issue 
out and approved by voters. 

Most likely, though, they will have to try. The population growth 
hasn’t stopped in western Wayne County, and Northville is no differ¬ 
ent Schools are still crowded and others need maintenance. It will 
prove an interesting year for officials there and in Plymouth-Canton, 
who are also investigating the possibility of a bond issue. 

Members of the school board have a tricky job, and not many peo¬ 
ple realize it They have to keep residents of more than one jurisdic¬ 
tion happy as they plan for the betterment of our most valuable 
resource - our childrea Often these tax discussions coincide or con¬ 
flict with other requests or desires, like the Headlee rollback attempt 
that failed in the City of Plymouth last year, or the potential parks and 
recreation millage in the Northvilles. Coupled with the state of the 
economy and the mandated requirement to only look five years into 
the future when planning bond issues, it becomes a very difficult deci- 
sioa 

Jim Ryan, superintendent of the Plymouth-Canton Community 
Schools, said that the new year would bring some interesting deci¬ 
sions. 

Indeed, and difficult ones, too. 

But those are discussions for another day, for now, the members of 
the school board should be comfortable in the knowledge of a job well 
done.

Northville schools receive 
high marks from community

Members of the Northville Public 
Schools Board of Education received 
good news last week when they learned of 
the overwhelmingly positive results of the 
2004 Community Survey Repot! 

According to Leonard Rezmierski, 
superintendent of schools, the report is 
designed to look at both the attitudes of 
the community toward the schools and at 
how these views compare with past stud¬ 
ies. The survey has been issued once 
every other year for ei^t years, and the 
results are used to help guide district 
decision-making 

“We have a baseline of similar ques¬ 
tions ei^t years running so we now have 
an established set of documents and data 
points to reference how well we’ve been 
doing in certain areas 
while we also...bring up 
new areas of concern 
about our situation with¬ 
in the school district,” 
said RezmierskL 

Consultants random¬ 
ly surveyed 378 regis¬ 
tered voters within the 
community to compile 
thereprort Of these peo¬ 
ple, 37 percent currently have children in 
Northville schools, 26 percent used to 
have children in local schools, and 33 per¬ 
cent have never had children in the 
Northville schools. 

In terms of the quality of education 
provided by the district, 82 percent of all 
the people surveyed responded with rates 
of good or excellent Among parents of 
students currently attending school in 
Northville, the rate rose to 97 percent 

“To have 97 percent of parents say the 
quality of education is good to excellent is 
i phenomenal. These numbers are espe¬ 
cially impressive when you consider that 
; the parents in this community are pretty 
savvy consumers of educatioa They know 
what matters and they spend a great deal 
of time involved in the schools,” said Joan 
; Wadsworth, president of the Northville 
school board. 

The survey also showed that 90 percent 
i of residents feel children are safe in the 
I schools most or some of the time, the two 
highest ratings. Of the amount remaining 
9 percent of respondents said they could- 
I n’t say or didn’t know. All current district 
i parents said they felt their children were 


safe most or some of the time. 

Respondents also gave the district high 
marks for money management, communi¬ 
cations and keeping the community 
informed of district activities, and the 
quality of the board of education and 
school administrators. 

The teachers, however, are the primary 
strength of the district according to the 
survey respondents. 'Thirty seven percent 
of residents surveyed said that the “many 
caring dedicated classroom teachers” are 
the greatest district asset Rezmierski 
agreed, noting that it is the classroom 
teachers’ day-to-day attention to students 
that determines the success of the 
schools. 

When asked about district weaknesses, 
the survey found that while many respon¬ 
dents could not think of any potential 
improvements, others sought changes in 
specific policies or pro¬ 
cedures and improve¬ 
ments in a variety of 
other areas. 

When asked whether 
or not they would vote to 
support a bond helping 
to assist the schools 
financially, 64 percent 
agreed they would while 
only 24 percent of peo¬ 
ple said they would vote against the bond. 

'The survey also asked for ways to slash 
the budget if cuts were to become neces- 
saiy. If the district does need to cut back, 
10 percent of respondents suggested 
implementing a pay-to-play program 
while an additional 10 percent suggested 
cuts in athletics. Sixteen percent, the 
largest in the category, argued that the 
schools should not cut anything At other 
points, reducing busing was also suggest¬ 
ed as a potential money saver 

“We need to look carefully at responses 
concerning athletics and extra-curricular 
activities My take on it is that parents real¬ 
ly value those options for kids, but feel.. .it 
may be appropriate for some of the sup¬ 
port to come from families and thereby 
reduce the burden on the general fund 
“We know that many families are will¬ 
ing and able to contribute, but we don’t 
want to discourage kids from participat¬ 
ing because of the fees. Also, we know ath¬ 
letics and extra-curricular activities offer 
kids an important opportunity to connect 
to their school,” said Wadsworth.

City spreads more than 5,400 tons of salt each year

Just how much salt did the 
City of Westland spread on local 
roads last week to combat the 
icy 6-inch snowstorm? 

Probably more than most 
people would think. Westland 
used 551.7 tons of salt last week, 
according to Kevin Buford, 
Westland Department of Public 
Service (DPS) superintendent 
That’s on top of the 80 tons of 
salt used earlier this month dur¬ 
ing the 4-inch snowstorm. 

“We’re probably about aver¬ 
age so far this year for salt 
usage,” said Buford. “We aver¬ 
age about 5,460 tons of salt a 
year” 

So how much is 5,460 tons? 
It’s about 1,100 adult male ele¬ 
phants, about 6 percent of the 
weight of the Washington 
Monument, and - using an aver¬ 
age weight of 150 pounds - the 


total weight of 72,800 people - 
almost enough for each man, 
woman and child in Westland. 

But at a cost of $26 per ton 
and a proven effectiveness at 
melting ice, salt is still probably 
the best thing going, said DPS 
Director Tom Wilson. 
“We are aware of other methods 
to melt ice and snow, such as 
(liquid chemicals) calcium chlo¬ 
ride and magnesium chloride,” 
said Wilson. “But right now 
those methods are untested.” 

Calcium chloride, a water-sol¬ 
uble chemical compound, is 
applied prior to a snowstorm 
and works by inhibiting the 
bonding of ice and snow to the 
pavement, according to Dow 
Chemical Company, the world’s 
largest producer of calcium 
chloride. Calcium chloride 
emits heat when dissolved in 
water and is effective to much 
lower temperatures than rock 
salt Proponents of calcium chlo¬ 


ride claim that tlie use of calci¬ 
um chloride reduces road crew 
costs and plowing times. Wilson, 
however, has his reservations. 

“Calcium chloride must be 
applied before a snowstorm to 
work,” said Wilson. “Then if it 
doesn’t snow, you’ve wasted time 
and money.” 

This year, the Michigan 
Department of Transportation is 
sponsoring pilot programs in 
several Michigan counties to test 
the effectiveness of liquid calci¬ 
um chloride and magnesium 
chloride. 

“I’ll be interested see what 
happens in Oakland County,” 
said Wilsoa Wilson will attend a 
conference later this year in 
Kentucky to learn more about 
new de-icing possibilities. 

In addition to salting 
Westland streets, DPS also had 
15 snowplows out on the road 
last week. 

“We plowed the entire City of

27 square miles.” 

According to Buford, there 
are 217 local and major roads 
that will be plowed for any 
snowfall 6 inches or greater For 
snowfall less than 6 inches, only 
major streets will be plowed. 
Unlike neighboring cities where 
subdivisions must plow their 
own roads, all Westland streets 
(except for condominium areas) 
are city-owned and will be 


plowed by the city, Wilson said. 

“We make sure that citizens 
can get home during rush hour,” 
said Wilsoa “We make sure the 
streets are plowed when they 
get up in the morning.” 

Wilson, who oversees a staff 
of about 20, also had some words 
of advice for Westland citizens. 
“Our salt trucks carry about 10 
tons of salt apiece. Don’t pull out 
in front of a salt truck. It’s not 
safe.”

Ambulance workers declared

When she awoke in the 
moiigue she began her long road 
to recovery with an entirely new 
perspective on her life and the 
purpose of mankind. The plane 
crash had taken her face, her 
identity and her career as a tele¬ 
vision reporter. But it had not 
taken her determination to make 
a difference in the world—rather 
she had found a purpose and a 
spiritual and psychic enlighten- 
menL she said. 

Her experience and her 
recovery from the serious disfig¬ 
urement which has involved 37 
surgeries to date, the effects on 
her family, her marriage and her 
relationships with friends, her 
church and even strangers have 
marked her as a person with 
exceptional insights into the 
human psyche, according to 
those who have experienced her 
talents first hand. 

Her recovery required her to 


wear a mask for three years 
while facial skin grafts healed. 

Wallace returned from her 
experience with many special 
insights and a talent that allows 
her to see beyond the everyday 
occurrences in most lives, 
according to a spokespersoa 

She is now a noted public 
speaker who passionately dis¬ 


cusses the human spirit, the 
inspiration which surrounds us 
all in our everyday lives and the 
real keys to success in personal 
and professional relationships.

The foundation recently 
released a report that indicated 
that 5.6 million, or 21 percent, of 
children living in the United 
States are living below the pover¬ 
ty line. 

Beard was appointed to the 
Wayne County Commission in 
1978, and is currently the longest 
serving member of that body. She 
was elected to her 12th consecu¬ 
tive term in 2000. She has been 
involved in several committees 
and groups that address the need 
of low-income families, including 
the National Advisory Council 
for School-to-Work Opportunities 
(a joint committee created by the 
Department of Education and 
the Department of Labor), 
United Way Community Services, 
the Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
Senior Advisory Council and 
Hospices of Michigan.

The Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) objectives ol the CDBG program are lor the 
development of viable communities by providing decent housing and a suitable living 
environment and expanding economic opportunities. The following are proposed 
projects that have been siibmitted thus far: Youth Services for “Takin’ It to the 
Streets” and Campers for Day, Tween and Teen Camps for low income families; 
Senior Services for a shade system in the Senior Activity Garden and partial funding
